Panic. 
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- New York, May 9.—A statis- 
, tical review of the transactions 
"fn the stock market today 
shows that at low water mark 
of prices forty-one principal 
stocks had shrunk the tremen- 
‘dous figures of $698,388,407. 
‘This shrinkage, however, is 
largely offset by the recovery 

of. the market toward the close. 
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New York, May 9.—Bitter stress devel- 


oped in Wall street by the second hour 
of trading on the stock exchange toduy. 


The violence of the commotion had spent | 


much of its force, at least for the time 
being, when the chairman's gavel ill 
announcing the close of the day’s proc 
ings. 
The casualties were great and the field 
of battle was strewn with the wounded 
and may be with the dying. But of actual 
fatalities none was recorded of importance 
éGuring the day. During the héight of the 
panic rumors of insolvencies were handed 
atcait more quickly than they could be 
reported. But no confirmations could be 
' had of the intimations of financial wreck. 
Those against whom, the: rumors yojnted 
efzsed © te show any ‘sens of. dis- 
@efand professed themselyes ready to 
Nl obligations. In more than one 
tance the answer to these rumors was 


for keeping up credit and confidence, the 
fact was too obvious from the crash of 
salves on the exchange that credits ana 
borrowing power were shrinking at too 
prodigious a rate not to leave the mind 
of the whole financial world in a condition 
of intense strain. But the indications at 
the close of the day were strong that tke 
principal damage had been wrought upon 
‘the speculative class. or upon holders of 
‘securities on margin, for whatever pur-

BANKS PROTECTED. 
‘The banks have béen so well protected 
by fecent extensions of the margins ex- 
acted in the market value of collateral 


over the amount of loans placed that they, 


bad little to fear short of an absolute 
wiping out of market values. The shrink- 
epe of collateral made it necessary for 
the banks in many cases to exact adidl- 
tienal collateral during the day and this 
edded much to the ¢istress for a time. 
But in the late dealings the principal 
benks in the finencial district agreed to 
f a pool and raise a fund to loan che 
weney rate down to 6 per cent on the 
stock exchange. The bid for money had 
been run up to 60 per cent and was threat- 
ening to keep alive the panic. The dozen 
benks’ quickly came to an agreement to 
raise $16,000,000, with implied willingness 
to increase the sum if necessary. There 
were heavy lcans placed also by the in- 
dividual banks, raging in som2 cases 
to $25,000,000 and $30,000,000. Through the 
early part of ihe day bankers exacted 
the market rate for loans. But with the 
growing need to suppress the panic they 
offered the rate down to 6 per cent. Old 
customers of the banks were not charged 
over 6 per cent at any time, but when 
outsiders cate in as*ing for new leans, 
the law of supply and demand was al- 
lowed to run its course. 

The state of excitement was very ap- 
parent all through the financial district 
during the pericd of the panic, but there 
were few sensational scenes. Now and 
then a white-faced woman would peer 
from a cab outside a broker's office and 
would be driven off in a fainting condition 
efter receiving a message from the in- 
terior. 

EXCITED SPECTATORS. | 

Wherever any near approach could be 
made to a ticker or to a board on which 
quotations were posted, there were great 
throngs of excited spectators scrambling 
for a view of the course of the market, 
but the real stress of the occasion was 
upon men who were shut up in either 
their private offices or those of brokers, 
or who were struggling and even fighting 
on. the floor of the exchange. 

The outside country could obtain little 
idea of the actual occurrences on the ex- 
chanre, as the brokers are remote from 
the public galléries in their temporary 
arters tn the produce exchange and 
are half shut off from view by the six- 
teen-foot. wall.

There was a strong feeling this morn- 
in~ before proceedings had commenced 
on the stock exchange that a panic 
could be averted only by the strongest 
measures and with the greatest difficul- 
ty. The fact was apparent that the cor- 
ner in Northern Pacific was still unbro- 
ken, The excited bidding last night to

Efforts Are’ Making for Peace Be- 
tween Contending Interests. 
Harriman People Claim De- 
feat for Morgan and 
Vanderbilt. 
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New York. mar} 9—It Was a very 
notable fact that ‘throughout the most 
acute period of today’s disturbance there 
was nothing heard t¢ indicate. doubt of 
the sound and-:prosperous conditions. of, 
industry and business at large in the 
country. The stock market collapse was 
attributed exclusively to over-specula- 
‘tion and an over-extension of credits used: 
in holding stock: which ,.was not designed 
to keep. but to sell at a higher price. 

“The stock witith caused the collapse 
was the Northern Pacific corner, without 
dispute. The harm which might result 
from the’ Northern episode was by no 
means. s0.great in any one’s mind aa to 
justify the. extent of the coNapse in 
prices.. But ‘the. delicate situation of. the 
market .due-to the over-extension of 
speculation made it vulherable to this 
shock. The decline once*in force gained’ 
cumulative strength. Speculators’ mar- 
gins were wiped’ out and brokers. had to. 
sell] the sécurities placed with them as 
collatéral to save themsélves from. loss, 
thus adding to the weight of the selling. 
The shrinkage in the market value.of se- 
curities placed with bankers as collateral 
made it necessary that they should de- 
mand increased ¢Ollateral or call the 
Joans with which speculators were hold- 
ing stocks. With their credits thus re- 
duced, further sales had to be made and 
so it came from every quarter. be 

WILD ARD SHOOT 

The importance attached to the North- 
ern Pacific episode was made clear by the | 
eagerness of all classes to learn all de- 
velopments concerning it. and the im- 
mediate effect of auf announcement ¢e- 
garding it upon thé:stock market. The 
upward shoot to $1,000 a share was the ef- 
fective cause of the greatest demoraliza- 
tion in the market. The announcement 
later*in the @ay of the measures for the 
relief of the shortages and the relapse in 
the price of the stock to 300 allayed the 
demorahzation almost immediately. An- 
nouncement by J. P. Morgan & Co., and 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co... who respectively 
represent the two contesting parties in 
Northern Pacific, that they would not re- 
quire deliveries of the stock today, meant 
a respite of one day at least from ruin for 
the shorts in the stock. Later in the day 
Street & Norton announced that they 
also would not require deliveries of the 
stock. This firm has been credited with 
acting for J. R. Keene and bought 200,000 
shares ‘of Northefn Pacific on Monday 
last, loaning 150,000 shares that night and 
calling in the greater part of it the next 
day, thus disclosing the corner in the 
stout. theory that Mr. Keene’s cam- 
paign had been directed toward a squeeze 
of the shorts was somewhat shaken by 
this leniency toward his victims. 

It was significant also that. although 
the parties to the contest for control 
showed their willingness to relieve the 
shorts by remitting the requirement to 
deliver the stock, they failed to come @) 
any mutual agreement to lend the stock, 
such as was proposed by one party last 
night. The surmise seems warranted 
from this unwillingness of either party to 
let any of their stock get out of their 
hands. even to relieve the shorts, thab 
there was continued doubt in the minds 
of both as to where the actual control of 
the property lies. Representatives of 
both parties made emphatic claims. to- 
day, the one that they had maintained 
the control and the other that they had 


secured it. 
HOPE OF RELIEF. 

The hope of relief from the conditions 
prevailing on the stock exchange toWlay 
centered in the possibility of a settlement 
or a compromise between the contend- 
ing ‘interests as to sharing the benefits of 
the Burlington deal, which is expected to 
be the form which the compromise wil) 
take. Incidentally, the settlement of the 
terms on which the shorts wiil be allowed 
to cover is of course of great importance. 
Clear intimations were conveyed today, 
apparently on authority, that the figures 
at which Northern Pacific sold today 
were far above any terms which it would 
be thought of exacting from the shorts 
at the final settlement. The probability 
tonight. seems to be that 200 represents 
about the figure which will be demanded. 

The strong rally in stock during the 
latter part of the day did rot serve to 
entireiy alleviate the nervous fears preva- 
lent in the Wall street district. Rumors 
were persistent that many prominent 
houses had been compromised seriously 
by. the violent slump in prices. All of 
these specific rumors were emphatically 
denied on the direct authority of the par- 
ties affected. But so violent a collapse 
in. prices as occurred today necessarilys 
involves enormous losses somewhere. The 
extent of the decline was far in excess of 
the ordinary margin demanded by brok- 
ers, which is 10 per cent, indicating that 
they were unable to save themselves 
from considerable losses in addition: to 
those of their speculative customers. The 
sitdation was still felt to be sufficiently 
serious after the closing of the day’s mar- 
ket to constitute the heaviest moral pres- 
sufe upon the great financial interests, 
whose -confilict precipitated the crisis, to 
adjust and compromise their differences.

Jacksonville, Fla., May 9.—The ruins of 
Greenleaf & Crosby’s jewelry store early 
this morning. was the scene of some ex- 
citement and it is‘supposed.that some one 
was wounded by a bullet from. a rifle. 

The Jacksonville Light Infantry was 
guarding the Bay street section, where 
there are the vaults of four or five banks 
and the vault of. fhe Greenleaf &. Crosby 
store. In this latter vault was ‘stored all 
the diamond and.jewelry before the fire. 

Wednesday afternoon the vault was 
cooled . off sufficiently to be opened, and 
Mr. Lane, of the firm, had the outer door 
of the vault broken upen. The fire had 
destroyed the lock and the combination 
would not, work. The vault was then open- 
ed and some of the goods were taken out. 
Inside the outer door there is a three- 
inch stee] door and when Mr. Lane left 
the vault he closed the door and locked it 
up for the night. The other door would 
not close tightly, and as the inner door 
was considered safe, Mr. Lane left it and 
went away.’ 

About 2 o’clock in the morning the guard 
in patrolling the ruins noticed a dark lah- 
tern shining the door just for a second. 
That was endugh, however, and he si- 
lently approached the scene with his rifle 
at charge. Before he was near enough 
to discover whether the men were white 
or colored,. the confederate they had 
watching gave the alarm and the robbers 
began to flee. | 

The sentry called a halt, but the robbers 
refused to stop. The sokilier fired his 
rifle at the fleeing men, and one. of them 
staggered and fell. The captain of the 
Zuard was quickly out with a squad and 
a search was made, but no one was. found, 
although there’ was a trail of blood. 

A robber trying to break into the vault 
in the ruins of the National bank of the 
state of Florida was fired. on tonight. He 


jumped into the river and has not yet 
been caught.

Relief continues to come in from all sec- 
tions of the country and the department 
of relief is busy with a force of men at 
ten dispensing stations and a general sup-

The work of feeding 10,000 has proven an 
immense task. and Chairman Parrott and 
Superintendent Stockton are working day

DEUTSCHLAND IS A FLYER. 


Hamburg-Ame'rican Liner Makes 
Reccrd Never Equalled. 

New York, May 9.—The Hamburg- 
American steamship Deutschland, which 
arrived in port today, made five hundred 
and eighty-seven knots, or 676.61 statute 
miles, from noon on May 8th to noon 
today. An hourly average speed of 24.53 
knots was maintained throughout the 
whole twenty-four hours. This is a 
record that has never been equaled by 
any vessel. 


MALIGNANT SMALLPOX RAGES. 


‘Outbreak of the Disease in the In- 


dian Territory. 
Washington, May 93.—The marine hos- 
pital service has directed a surgeon to 
proceed immediately to Colgate, I. T.,.té 
confer’ with the Indian Tispeétor ard 
municipal sauthorities there over ‘the 


smallpox outbreak. The Indian bureau ; 


has shipped 1,000 vaecine points there and 
will send others when called for. Ad- 
vices to the Indian bureau show between 
50 and 100 cases of malignant smallpox 
at Colgate. 

There have béen twenty-two cases of 
smallpox on the Indian reservation at 
Lac du Flambeau and Fon du Lae, Wis.. 
but there have been no deaths and it is 
announced that the epidemic riow has 
been stamped out. 


WILL FORM NO WATCH TRUST. 


Waltham Company Has Refused To 
Enter the Combine. 


Boston, May 9.—A director of the Amer- 
ican Waltham Watch Company says: 

“The officers of the American Waltham 
Watch Company* have informed the pro- 
moters of the proposed watch trust that 
that company will not become a party to 
any consolidation of watch companies. 
Other companies have declined to go into 
any trust movement, so the $75,000,000 com- 
bination has been abandoned.”’

Attacks Methods of the 
Tobacco Combine, 


ANTI-TRUST FACTORIES 


DRIVEN FROM BUSINESS: 


Handling Tobacco of In- . 


Jobbers, 
dependent Concerns, Are Re- 
fused Trust Goods—Presi- 
dent of the Trust De- 
nies Charges. 


Warhington, May 9%.—The industrial 
commission gave its attention today ta 
the manufacture of tobacco, with espe- 
cial reference 4o the effect of combina- 
tions in the business. Several witnesses 
both for and against the trusts were 
heard, the first of them being Hugh 
Campbell, president of the United Btates 
Tobacco Company, of Richmond, V4., 
manufacturers of plug tobacco. 

Mr. Campbell is one of four independent 
companies, and he complained of radical 
discrimination against his company, es- 
pecially in New England, because of the 
exactions of the Crntinental 
which manufactures a large percentage of 
the chewing tobacco made in the coun- 
try. He said that the representatives of 
that company had made a proposition to 
jobbers to give them a reduction of 3 per 


cent in additien to the usual jobbers’ re- | 


duction of 2 cents a pound and had later 
increased the percentage reduction to 5% 
rer cent, at the same time reducing the 
2 cents a pound reduction to 1 cent. These 
advantages were, he said, given on the 


explicit understanding that the jobbers | 


shculd refuse to sell the brands of the 
independent manufacturers. ‘The result 
had. Mr. Campbell said, been very injurt 
ous to his business. 


Jobbers Frightened. 


Mr. Campbell said that the Continental 
company’s. proposition appifed to the 
tinited. States compeny, the Wetmore 
company, of St. Louis; Finzer Bros.._of 
Louisville, : andthe Manufacturing  To- 
baeco Company,, of Loulsville. The last 
reduction to.the jobbers and the fact that 
the Continental company had refuséd to 
do business with ‘those ‘handling th in- 
dependent companies’ greods had 
frightened many of them that they had 
refused to continue business with  out- 
side companies. He said that jobbers 
had. themselves told him of this «xaction 
cn the part of the Continental company. 
essuring him at the same time of their 
satisfaction with the United States com- 
pany’s goods. Mr. Campbell declared 
there is a reign of terror in the tobacco 
business in New England on account of 
the Continental company’s manner of do- 
ing business. 

Mr. Campbell declared that.the effect 
df the organization of the American and 


Continental companies had been to reduce — 


the price of raw material to the injury of 
the former and without benefit to the 
consumer. He asserted that the manu- 
facturers and dealers would secure the 
entire benefit to be derived from the re- 
ductton of the tobacco tax, which !s to 
take place on July 1st. Mr. Campbell 
gaid he had not proceeded under the anti- 
trust law, because he neither had the 
time nor the means for such a contest. 
“Tt would be like a mosquito fighting an 
elephant,’’ he said. 1 
Duke Defends the Trust. 

James P. Duke, president of both the 
Continental Tobacco Company and the 
American Tobacco Company, explainefl in 
detail the methods of those two organ- 
izations. He denied that any threats had 
been made to drive out the brands of 
ether manufacturers. 

‘‘All brands stand upon their own bet- 
toms,’’ he said. “I do not, of course, 
know what our agents may have done 1n 
making terms with dealers, but if they 
have made any such exactions as repre- 
cented it bas been made without our con- 
sent, and I con't believe they have done 
so. I don’t know of a single jobber in 
New England who does not handle other 
trands than ours.”’ 

Mr. Duke estimated that the American 
company makes 75 per cent of the ciga- 
rettes manufactured in the United States 
and the Continental company 60 per cent 
of the plug tobacco. The American com- 
pany exports about a biHion cigarettes 
annually and has foreign factories 
which mAnufacture 8,000,000 a day in Ja- 
pan, 200,000,000 a year in Australia and 
100,000,000 a year in Canada. 

He said that his two companies prob- 
ably employed from 15,000 to 30,000 per- 
sons. He pal@é no atfention as to whether 
they belonged to labor organizations. 

‘We do not ask a man’s politics or re- 
ligion or his labor affiliations,’’ he said, 


“but we pay good prices and expect ef- . 


ficient service, which we generally get. 
We treat our péople well and get on 
with them.” 

Thrust at Waiking Delegates. 

He added that he would not agree that 
his business should be run by ‘walking 
delegates,”’ and that he had not con- 
sented to have labor union labels placed 
upon his goods because the goods stand 
on their own merits. He had, however, 
never refused to consult with employees 
concerning matters affecting them. 

He said there had been a reduction 
in the price of cigarettes since the or- 
ganization of the so-called trust, and 
that this had been effected at the ex- 
pense alike of the manufacturer, the 
dealer and the tobacco grower. He 
thought that the efforts of the trust to 
extend the foreign business had had the 


effect of materially increasing the de- . 


mand for Virginia and North Carolina 


tobacco. 

John Lanstreet, vice president of the 
United States Tobacco Company, read atf- 
fidavits from tobacco dealers in New 
Bedford, Lynn and Boston to the effect 
that they had been refused the products 
of: the Continental company because 
they persisted in selling the 
independent companies. He also gave 
the names of a number of other dealers 
who, he . had the same experi- 


ence.

Athens, Ga., May 9%.—(Special.)—The 
Athens school exhibit, designed by Su- 
perintendent G. G. Bond, of the city 
Schools, and carried out by the work of 
the entire corps of teachers, assisted by 
numerous citizens, opened today at noon, 
and will remain open three days. The 
idea first conceived by Superintendent 


Bond was to secure three or four thou- | 


sand epecimens of work done in the 
schools in the largest cities of the..na- 
tion and to put them alongside ten thou- 
sand specimens of work done in the Ath- 
ens city school, the benefit to be derived 
being that which flows from @ compari 
son of work and its,results and from an 
interchange of ideas among teachers. 

The idea was a novel one and at once 
created a splendid impression, not only 
in this secticn, but throughout the state. 
Teachers will] be here from schools lo- 
cated over two hundred miles from Ath- 
ens, while hundreds of teachers from this 
section will make Athens their home for 
the hext few days. - 

Superintendent Bond received notice 
yesterday that tMe entire teaching force 
of the Marietta public schools would at- 
tend, and this is true of numbers of towns 
and cities in the northern portion of the 
state. 

Hundreds of square yards of space are 
covered with the exhibits, and the tables 
are surmounted by 200 electric lights. It 
requires hours for a person to thoroughly 
inspect the exhibit and such an inspec- 
tion will open the eyes of any one in 
wonder as to the magnificent strides re- 
cently made in educational methods. 

The exhibits in clay modeling, pen and 
ink drawing and industrial drawing are 
of special excellence. They compare fa- 
vorably with any of the foreign work, in 
some respects being superior to it. The 
foreign exhibits are from Brooklyn, Chi- 
cago, Washington, Philadelphia and San 
Francisco. 

The county school commissioners who 
inspected the exhibit today pronounced 
it to be thé most perfect exposition of 
the. work of education in Georgia they 
Yhad @ver seen.

THE SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS. 


Session in Athens Finishes Its Work 
and Adjourns. 

Athens; Ga., May 9.—(Special.)\—The ses- 
sion of the county school commissioners 
of Georgia, in session here for the past 
three days, adjourned today at 1 o’clock. 
The next session will be held in Augusta 
the first week in May. 1902. At the clos- 
ing session this morning the discussions 
were as follows: 

“Has the Time Come for a Compulsory 
Attendance Law in Georgia?’’—Led by 
Hon, J. N. Hall, of Elbert county. 

“Place of the Bible in the Public 
Schools’’—Discussion led by Hon. W. 8. 
Walker, éf Walton. 

“Can We Make the Annual Institute 
Profitable with the Present Appropria- 
tion?’’—Discussion led by Hon. W. B. 
Merritt, of Lowndes. 

One of the liveliest incidents of the con- 
vention was the tilt over a resolution 
against uniformity of textbooks in the 
public schools of Georgia. Several com- 
missioners made speeches and some tilted 
with the chairman, State School Commis- 
sioner Glenn, for expressing an opinion 
while presiding. The vote on the reso- 
lution was close, resulting in 30 to 2&, 
thus putting the convention by a narrow 
margin of two votes on record against 
umformity of textbooks. 

Superintendent Lawton B. Evans invited 
the convention to hold its next session in 
the city of Augusta. Mr. Smith, of Lau- 
rens, put the claims of Dublin, Ga., before 
the convention. On the vote Augusta was 
chosen by an almost unanimous vote. 

The committee on resolutions submitted 
its report, which was adopted unanimous- 
ly. The first resolution was in regard to 
the need of a recitation hall at the State 
Norma] school. The commissioners had 
been out to the State Normal school and 
had seen how the teachers there were 
cramped within four smal] 
rooms, none of them large enough to meet 
the requirements of the classes. One class 
is compelled to crowd into a Troom where 
ia tomsideraSie number are forced to 
stand along the walls during the recita- 
tion hour. 

The urgent need of a thoroughly mod- 
ern college building at this institution of 
learning was so apparent that the com- 
missioners,.by unanimous vote, in view 
of the fact that Georgia is being supplied 
with trained teachers by the normal 
school, decided to memorialize the legis- 
lature at its next session to appropriate 
a sum of money sufficient to provide the 
necessary building.

It Is Believed That Whatever the 
Powers May Demand Will Be 
Granted. 


OPPOSITION 


Pekin, May 9.—An indemnity, claim of 
450,000,.v taels will be presented to the 
Chinese plenipotentiaries this evening. 
Official Chinese throughout the empire 
have been communicating with the court 
and giving advice. Most of them seem to 
favor a loan guaranteed by the foreign 
powers. Others, prominent among whom 
is Chang Chi Tung, believe in raising the 
money without a loan and in paying off 
the entire demand within five years. 

The court has considered methods of 
raising 20,000,000 taels extra annually and 
provisionally approves the plan, but the 
Chinese plenipotentiaries have instruc- 
tions to obtain a reduction of the in- 
demnity demand as far as possible. 

Whatever the final demands of the pow- 
ers may be, it is not believed the opposi- 


tion will be more than a matter of form. | 


The ministers of the powers met this 
morning, and decided that the Chinese 
should be given to understand tnoroughly 
that the amount did not constitute’ the 
entire claim, but was the total of the ex- 
penses, including private claims consid- 


ered fair, and was meant more to obtain |’ 


an opinion from official sources as to 
China’s ability to pay and also as to what 
means she would employ. 


ALLOWANCE FOR THE KING 


Opposed by Labouchere and the 
Irish Members. 

London, May 9.—The king, said the 

chancellor of the exchequer, Sir Michael 


Hicks-Beach today, in discussing the civil 
list in the house of commons, had no per- 


sonal fortune, a fact which could not be- 


too widely known. He was therefore de- 
pendent on the revenues of the duchy of 
Lancaster and parliamentary grants. 

The king was anxious for a further 'in- 
vestigation into the system of manage- 
ment of the royal household, in order to 
correct any abuse amd waste. The sum 
of £110,000 pounds out of the total of 
£470,000, which it was proposed to grant, 
was the king’s privy purse, out of which 
came the sums expended as a result of 
innumerable requests for charities 
throughout the empire and even from for- 
eign countries, and out of which also 
came the sums expended to keep up the 
private residences. 

The liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, supported the government's 
proposals as reasonable. 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, said 
the Irish members declined to support the 
proposals for three reasons: First, the 
insult to certain of the king’s subjects 
in the accession proceedings; second, Ire- 
land was paying double today what she 
paid eighteen years ago and England was 
paying 25 per cent less; the third and real 
,Sround for the opposition was that the 
‘people of Ireland were mocked by a free- 
dom which was devoid of substance. 

Mr. LaBouchere, liberal, tried to have 
the allowance cut down from £470,000 to 
£415,000 the amount granted to Queen 
Victoria and the prince consort This 
motion was defeated by a vote of 658 to 
261 


The civil list was agreed to by a vote 
of 307 to 88.

After a 
sale had been made at a fixed price, a 
broker would throw in an _ additional 
block at anywhere from 5 to 10 points 
lower: without stopping to demand any 
intermediate price for his offering. The 
extent of the decline during the half 
hour was as great in some cases as has 
taken weeks to attain on the advance, 
although all observers have agreed that 
the rate at which prices have been eoing 
up has exceeded any previous experience. 

The figures alone suffice to indicate the 
proportions of the drop. In Delaware 
and Hudson the extreme decline was 59 
points, Manhattan 38%, Rock Island 35%, 
Union Pacific 38, Atchison 34%, Atchison 
preferred 28%, St. Paul 30%, Missouri 
Pacific 32, Southern Pacific 29%, United 
States Steel preferred 26%, while a range 
of 5 to 10 points would cover the collapse 
in nearly every active stock in the ex- 
change. In the outside market the stress 
of the demand for fusaS was shown by 
the perpendicular drop in ‘the price of 
Standard Oil of 171 points over night. 
The stock sold at 650 compared with 821 
last night. The same urgent need was 
reflected in the bond market, where all 
grades of bonds were offered on a declin- 
ing scale. The sacrifices there were nat- 
urally much less than in the stock dis- 
trict of the market. After the turn in 
the market came, which it did about 
noon, some noticeable selling of bonds 
still continued and this was explained 
as being due to a wish to secure funds 
to buy stocks at the attractive level 
of prices to which the market had fallen. 
In fact, the bargain hunter was on hand 
and alert, and even in such a scene of 
disaster as that presented there are those 
who reap the benefit. The drop in prices 
carried stocks of many substantial prop- 
erties down to a level, at which the 
current rate of dividends paid upon them 
and well assured make them attractive 
investments. 

VIEWS OF BANKERS. 
A banker’ who perticipated in the move- 
ment to relieve the market this evening 
inad2> this statement: 

“We loaned $1,000,000 in the street after 
10 o'clock today, some of it as low as 6 
ner cent, and feel that the crisis is over. 
I do not believe that a single large house 
will go down. Ther2 have been tremen- 
dous losses. Thousands of accounts rep- 
resenting millions of dollars are wiped 
out. The bankers are firm and the larg: 
operators are, I think, capable of caring 
for themselves.

Slump in Stock Market Caused 
Heavy Trading—Why Northern 
Pacific Stock Advanced. 

The local brokers’ offices were crowded 
all day yesterday with sightseers and 
speculators who were interested in the 
wildly fluctuating market. The terrific 
advance in Northern Pacific and the gen- 
eral slump in values in the other stocks 
on the list made the day one of the most 
exciting the local traders have ever 
known. It is believed that most of the 
Atlantans who buy and sell stocks were 
on the right side of the market. when the 

decline began‘and did not get hurt. 

The New York Commercial offers three 
reasons to explain the rise in Northern 
Pacific common and preferred. They are 


these: 

“First, the stock is cornered, as shown 
by the fact that it loaned at a premium 
of 7 per cent for use ove. night; secondly, 
new interests, supposed to be William K. 
Vanderbilt and his associates, have ac- 
quired a large amount of stock, taking 
much of. that sold by James J. Hill and 
his friends; thirdly, the insiders bought 
large amounts for use in putting through 
the Burlington deal. 

“Those who. believe Mr. Vanderbiit has 
acquired a large interest in the property 
say Mr. Hill has lost control. This story 
lacks confirmation. There is good reason 
to believe that Mr. Vanderbilt has ac- 
quired the Unién Pacific, and if se he 
would probably have no use for the 
Northern Pacific. 

“It is impossible for the Northern Pa- 
cific to issue a new mortgage without the 
consent of three-quarters of the pre- 
ferred stock and a majority of the com- 
mon. The new 4 per cent issue to be of- 
fered in exchange for Burlington stock 
will have to be approved by three-quar- 
ters of the $75,000,000 of Northern Pacific 
preferred stock, and then,might be some 
trouble in carrying out this scheme.

Weyler Told His Soldiers To Shoot 
Every Person Who Cried ‘‘Death 
to Spain.”

Hendaye, France, May 9.—Further ad- 
vices from Barcelona, Spain, show that 
more persons were: killed and many 
wounded there yesterday. The situation 
is grave.

Advices from Erisis show that there is 
great agitation in the mining region. 
Madrid, May’9.—An enormous crowd of 
people participated in yesterday’s rioting 
at. Barcelona. The rioters endeavored to 
stop work in the factories, which result- 
ed in collisions with the troops. A num- 
ber of soldiers are among the wounded. 
Over a hundred arrests of anarchists, so- 
cialists and extremists have been made 
Twenty-one notorious anarchists, includ- 
ing Chiefs Borull and Foncuberta, have 
been interned on board the warship Pe- 
layo. 

General Weyler, mnister of war, has 
telegraphed to the captain general of Bar- 
celona: 

“You will reply by arms to every cry of 
‘Death to Spain.’ ” 

The latest dispatches today say order 
has Been restored, troops occupy the 
suburbs of Barcelona, where the majority 
of the factories are situated, and work 
has been resumed. ; 

The cabinet has decided that all agitat- 
ors are to be tried by courtmartial. The 
foreign anarchists will be expelled from 
the country. 

The government will present to the 
cortes bilis in the interests of the work- 
ing classes, but there will be no com- 


promise with the Catalinians of separa- 


tist tendency. 


FIRST FEDERAL PARLIAMENT 


Opened by Duke of Cornwall and 
York at Melbourne. 


Melbourne, May 9.—The opening of the 
first federal parliament, which took place 
at noon today, was a most impressive 
ceremony. The capacity of the exhibition 
building, the scene of the ceremony, is 
12,000 persons, but the available space was 
taxed to the utmost. The decorations con- 
sisted of regimental standards, trophies 
of arms and floral festoons. 

The formal proceedings were begun at 
11:54 a. m, with the reading of the procla- 
mation summoning the senate and repre- 
sentatives. Noon was signalized by a 
fanfare of trif¥pets from the military 
band outside. 

The royal party then entered and was 
conducted to the dafs, the orchestra play- 
ing the national anthem. =. 

The duke, through black rod, then sum- 
moned the two houses, in accordance with 
the strict formula of the British parlia- 
ment, and the members filed iny The hun- 
dredth psalm was sung, with all stand- 
ing, and the earl of Hopetoun read a 
prayer, after which the duke of Cornwall 
and York made a lengthy address and 
declared parliament open. In the course 
of his remarks he said it was his earnest 
prayer that the union go happily achieved 
would prove an instrument for the fur- 
ther advancing of the welfare of the Aus- 
tralian subjects of the king and the con- 
solidation of the empire. 

A telegram from King Edward was read 
as follows: 

“My thoughts are with you upon this 
august occasion. I wish the common- 
wealth of Australia every happiness and 
prosperity.’’ 

The members then took the oath and 
subscribed their names to the roll. At the 
conclusion of this ceremony the earl of 
Hopetoun dismissed them to their respec- 
tive houses to elect officers.

Earliest Possible Assignment Will

The bill of exceptions to the decision 
of Judge John S. Candler on the petition 
for mandamus to require State Treasurer 
R. E. Park to pay the school teachers’ 
warrants out of the public property fund 
was filed in the superior court by the 
treasurer’s counse! yesterday. 

The bill was signed by Judge Candler 
shcrtly after it was filed, the judge «er- 
tifying to its correctness in presenting 
the facts upon which the exceptions are 
based. Clerx Arnold Broyles, of the su- 
perior court, went to work to have a copy 
of the record in the case made for trans- 
mission to the supreme court, This he 
hopes to have completed and ready for 
filing’ in the supfeme court by this after- 
noon, At any rate it will reach that court 
early tomorrow morning, and will be 
ready for assignment. 3 

Hon. Washington Dessau, leading coun- 
sel for Treasurer Park, will go before the 
supreme court Saturday morning and ask 
that body to assi.tn the case for a hear- 
ing at as early a dste as possible, It may 
be that the court will hear the argument 
#ext week, or it may have to be put off 
for two weeks or more. This cannot be 
settled until the matter comes up and the 
court determines what business it can 
displace in order to give the public prop- 
erty fund case the right of way. In any 
event it ig expected by all concerned t¢ 
secure a hearing so as to get a decision 
in the matter before June Ist. 


Exceptions to Every Feature. 

The bill of exceptions filed by the treas- 
urer objects to: every feature of the de- 
cision of Judge Candler. 

After citing the facts in connection with 
the litigation, it is claimed in the first 
place that the court erred in overruling 
the demurrer to the petition. It ts held 
that every ground of the demurrer should 


missed. 

It is held that the court erred in de- 
ding that Treasurer Park is only a min- 
isterial officer and should not be heard 
to raise a constitutional question to delay 
er defeat the operaticn of a state law... 

The bill asserts that the court erred in 
ordering the treasurer to pay out the 
rroceeds from the sale of the Northeast- 


ern railroad on the teachers’ warrants; 


that the court erred in holding that the 
proceeds from the sale of that property 
were not covered by paragraph 1, section 
13, article 7 of the constitution; that the 
court erred in ordering payment from this 
fund because the warrants had not been 
drawn on it: that the court erred in al- 
lowing the mandamus because there were 
no funds in the treasury with which to 
pay the 148 schosl teachers’ warrants; 
that the court erred in ordering the treas- 
urer to pay the $77,294 of general funds ‘tn 
the treasury because he had not refused 
to pay out this amount; that the court’s 
crder was wrong because none of the 
warrants were payable out of the money 
derived from the sale of the Northeast- 
ern; because it required the treasurer to 
violate clause 8, paragraph 199 of the code, 
and because it required him to violate a 
provision of the constitution. 

In the last place the bill of exceptions 
hoids that the court erred because Treas- 
urer Park, having pleaded that the public 
property fund was net subject to the 
rayment of the warrants in question én 
accecunt of the constitutional provision 
against it, the court failed and refused 
to decide this question. 

Some Teachers Borrowing. 

In some of the counties of the state 
money has been borrowed with which to 
pay the school teachers their salaries. 
On money so borrowed 7 per cent interest 
is charged, and, it is stated, the interest 
is paid out of the county’s pro rata of 
the schoo] fund, so that the teachers do 
not lose anything. 

Three Atlanta banks, it is stated, have 
sent out circulars to the county school 
commissioners of the state agreeing to 
lend money on these terms. Two of these 
banks are the Neal Loan and Banking 
Company .and the Capital City Nationa] 
bank. It is said also that money can be 
secured in Macon, Columbus, Savannah 
and Augusta on the same terms, and the 
benks in Sandersville lend money to indi- 
vidval school teachers, before their sala- 
ries are due, at two-thirds of 1 per cent 
per month. 

Some of the county school boards are 
able to pay the interest on the money 
they borrow for the teachers through the 
fact that their pro rata of the school furd 
18 more than they pay out in salaries. 

Treasurer Park stated yesterday that

DEMAND FOR NINE-HOUR 
DAY MAY CAUSE BIG STRIKE 


The 200 machinists of Atlanta met Jast 
night in Federation hall, on Forsyth 
street, and declared themselves unani- 
mously and unreservedly in favor of a 
nine-hour workday. They are now work- 
ing ten hours and receiving pay for that 
number of hours. 

Their action may be @ preliminary step 
in one of the biggest strikes of recent 
years. It is not known how the employ- 
ers will receive the demands made by the 
machinists. If they are refused, it As 
thought likely that a general strike may 
ensue. Pag 

The question of a nine-hour day is one 
that has been agitating the machinists in 
all parts of the country for some time, 
and there have been several rumors and 
reports of a big strike that was to come 
if the demands of the men were not 
granted. 

The Atlanta machinists took their first 


concerted and officfal action last night, 


and it is thought it may in some degree 
precipitate the strike said to have been 
brewing for some time. This phase of 
the matter was discussed last night, dut 
lef: undecided until the employers. had 
been given an opportunity to accept or 
reject the demands made by the men. 
The machinists who met last night were 
members of union No. 1 of the Nationai 
Union of Machinists, The meeting was 
presided over by Michael Riley, the pres- 
ident of the union. Atlanta union, No. 1, 
is the oldest and one of the strongest 


branches of the national union. What- 
ever action the machinists in Atlanta take 
will strongly influence members of the 
union in other sections of the country. 

The action of the Atlanta machinists is 
in line with the policy adopted by the ma- 
chinists throughout the country. Through 
the national union they have made a de- 
mand on their employers that the work- 
day be reduced to nine hours, and that the 
ten-hour rate of pay be kept as it is; in 
brief, nine hours’ work and ten hours’ 
pay. May 18th has been set as a final 
limit by the national union for the em- 
ployers to give their answer. 

The meeting of union No. 1 last night 
was open to members of the trade, and 
‘nearly every machinist in Atlanta was 
present. Jerome Jones made them a 
speech. By a unanimous vote the ma- 
chinists declared for the nine-hour day. 
The question of striking if their demands 
Were not granted came up for discussion, 
but it was decided to take no action in 
the matter at .the present time. 

President Riley, who takes a most con- 
servative and hopeful view of the situa- 
tion, said after the meeting that he 
thought the chances for a settlement were 
good. About 200 men in Atlanta would 
walk out if a strike should be ordered, 
but he believed that the employers would 
grant the terms asked by the machinists. 

The settlement of the question is a mat- 
ter that the machinists all over the coun- 
try are interested in.

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STREET BLOCKE 
BY VADUCT WORK 


Excavations for Pier Founda- 
tions Begun Yesterday, 


STREETS HAVE BEEN CLOSED 


The Viaduct Will Be Completed, 
Contractor Wilkins Says, With- 
in Four Months After the 
Steel Work Arrives. 
Tracks Moved. 


Contractor Grant Wilkins surprised At- 
lantans yesterday by quietly beginning 
active work on the Whitehall street via- 
duct without giving any notice of his 
intention to do so. | 

Pedestrians on Whitehall and Peach- 
tree streets found it out early in the day, 
and teams seeking to make their way to 
the railroad down either street in the af- 
ternoon were emphatically notified of the 
fact by the wooden fences which blocked 


their passage. 

Briefly the story is this: The stone for 
the concrete foundations for the piers 
has arrived and is being distributed; the 
stone caps for the plers dre on the street 
ready to be put in place; the steel anchor 
rods and the base plates for the piers 
have arrived; one of the engines which 
will do the heavy lifting is on the scene 
and the work of excavating for the pier 
foundations has begun. 

Thus it was that a pretty good start 
was made yesterday and the work will 
from now on progress as rapidly as pos- 
sible until the viaduct is completed, The 
two blocks, one on Whitehall street and 
fhe other on Peachtree, where the work 
is in progress will be closed to traffic un- 
til the viaduct has been completed. 

The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
has promised to remove its tracks at 
once from the Peachtree street side. It 
will have to transfer its switch to the 
corner of Peachtree and Marietta streets. 
Its cross over switch on the Whitehail 
end will not be disturbed at present. The 
track on that side will be raised as the 
work on the viaduct progresses, and it 
may not be necessary to move it at all. 

he work of excavating for the pliers, 
twenty-two in number, was the first work 
begun yesterday. These excavations will 
be seven feet deep and will be filled with 
concrete. The iron rods to which the 
piers will be anchored will pass through 
the capstones and rest on iron baseplates, 
rest on a concrete 
foundation. Eight carloads of broken 
stone for making the concrete have al- 
ready arrived, and this is being distributed 
where it will be used. The piers will be 
thirty feet apart except those right at 
the railroad track which will be somewhat 
closer together. 

The ends of the viaduct at Alabama and 
at Marietta streets will rest upon stone 
walls. These walls on either side of the 
street will be from ninety to ninety-five 
feet in length, and will terminate at the 
end toward’ the railroad in an abutment 
wall. 

These walls and the foundation for the 
piers will be put in place before the steel 
work can go up.

The officers of the company are: W. §S. 
Thomson, president: A. B. Steele. vice 
president; John S. Owens, secretary. Mr. 
Owens said yesterday: 

“Our company will erect an office build- 
ing that will be as good as the best. We 
have outlined our plang to our architects, 
‘Bruce & Morgan. and they teil us. that 
the building will cost about $450,000. In its 
construction and appointments no money 
will be spared to make it class with the 
latest structures of the kind in the coun- 
try. We realized that unless We built the 
best we could not secure desirable ten- 
ants at a desirable rental. 

“at one time we discussed the idea of 
putting up a big hotel, but this was 
abandoned in favor of our present plan to 
erect an office building. Atlanta is grow- 
frig so rapidly that we anticipate no diffi- 
culty in securing tenants.

ISSUED BADGES 
AS CITY LICENSES 


Unique Scheme ef Man Whe Operated 
‘Transfer’ Company. 


TAX COMMITTEE HEARS OF IT 


Will Take Immediate Steps To Pre- 
vent a Repetition. 


BILLIARD AND POOL MEN APPEAL 


Say Ministers Frequent Bowling Al- 
leys and That Big Licenses 
Should Not Be Demanded. 


During the special meeting of the tax 
committee of council yesterday afternoon 
a unique scheme to defraud the city out 
of any number of business licenses was 
brought to light and steps will be taken 
to prevent a repetition of the matter. 

Last week the tax committee had up 
for consideration the preparation of the 
new feneral tax ordinance which goes 
into effect on July ist. A number of 
changes were contemplated, and in many 
instances licenses were to be doubled. 
One of the changes practically decided 
upon was the striking of that part of the 
general tax ordinance which fixes the 
price of city licenses for ‘‘contractors or 
firms contracting with merchants, or rail- 
roads for hauling.’’ 

In the past, it seems, transfer.compa- 
nies of this character paid about $200 a 
year for city license, and under this 
license they were allowed to operate as 
many wagons as their business might jus- 
tify. The change decided was to have 
these companies pay on each dray or 
wagon used. During the meeting of the 
committee yesterday to hear from all per- 
sons dissatisfied with the contemplated 
changes, representatives of the Morrow 
Transfer Company and the Howard 
Transfer Company gave out some inter- 
esting information. | 

These two companies employ a number 
of drivers, each of whom is provided with 
a badge showing by which company he 
is employed. The city license inspector 
in his rounds knows by these badges that 
the men are working for companies that 
pay a regular city license. Any drayman 
found without a license or one of these 
badges is Mable to arrest for doing bus!i- 


ness without proper authority from the’ 


city government. 


Gave Badges to Draymen. 

Now it seems at least one man devised 
a scheme by which to make money and 
at the same time beat the city. It was 
stated that he took out a license for a 
trangfer company, had a lot of badges 
madé and disposed of these to draymen 
who had hitherto operated as public drays 
Drays pay from $15 to $80 a year for li- 
censes. The schemer let his men have 
badges, which were a substitute for a 
license, at a very pguch reduced rate. All 
this came ov*” "© hg the session: yester. 
* (ge 
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to ask that the transfer company license 
not be increased. They stated that to 
put it up would be in the nature of a 
prohibitory tax, as they were paying now 
each year as much as their businesses 
justified. 

Dr. P. E. Murray, manager of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, and At- 
torney D. W. Rountree, representing the 
Postal Telegraph Company, both made 
short talks, in which they requested that 
the tax on telegraph companies not be 
increased. The committee had contem- 
plated increasing the tax on these com- 
panies from $100 to $200 a year. 

Petitions protesting against the raise 
in the license for peddlers in notions and 
second hand clothing dealers were read, 
and then the committee went into exec- 
utive session. The committee during that 
session decided not to raise the notion 
peddlers and second hand clothing dealers. 
It was also decided to let the circus 
license remain at $500 a day, instead of 
raising it to $1,000, as was at first con- 
templated. Another meeting of the cdm- 
mittee will be held probably next week, 
at which time other matters will be de- 
cided upon. 


In Olden Times. 


People overlooked the importance of per- 
manently beneficial effects and were gatis- 
fed with transient action; but now that 
it is generally “nown that Syrup of Figs 
will permanently overcome habitual con- 
stipation, well-informed people will not 
buy other laxatives, which act for a time, 
but finally injure the system.
